Vl^mondham. 

The  routine  work  of  the  district  has  been  carried  on  normally 
during  the  year. 

Apart  from  the  prevalence  of  a  mild  form  of  Scarlet  Fever  - 
90  cases,  but  no  deaths  -  the  general  health  has  been  excellent. 

No  cases  of  Malnutrition  have  been  reported  to  me. 

The  number  of  evacuees  remaining  in  the  district  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  1,033. 

Diphtheria. 

The  protection  of  children  proceeded  satisfactorily.  .1,.  Special 
efforts  were  and  are  being  made  to  have  those  under  school  age  treated. 

Scabies . 

The  measures  taken  for  the  control  of  this  infestation  are  slowly 
proving  effective,  but  the  absence  of  compulsory  notification  hampers 
and  delays  its  eradication. 

Of  Venereal  Diseases  the  same  may  be  said.  No  figures  being  available 
as  to  their  incidence  or  prevalence  in  the  Civilian  population,  but 
improved  facilities  for  treatment  are  being  arranged  and  widely  adverti 
-sed. 

Tuberculosis  and  the  Milk  Supplies. 

This  important  matter  was  dealt  with  exhaustively  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  comprehensive  reports  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  myself  were  considered  ia  all  their  aspects.  Certain  conclusions 
v;ere  reached  which  will  appear  in  the  reports  for  1943*  There  were 
13  deaths  recorded  during  1942  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Pulmonary  form 
and  none  from  the  Non-Pulmonary ,  whereas  in  1941  there  were  21  deaths, 
19  from  the  Pulmonary  form  and  2  Non-Pulmonary.  On  the  Register  there 
were  at  the  end  of  1941  ”  Pulmonary-86  cases,  Non-Pulmonary -35  cases  - 
Total-141 case s .  At  the  end  of  1942  -  134  cases.-  Pulmonary-89  cases, 
Non-Pulmonary  -  63  cases.  An  increase  of  I3  cases  in  1942. 

All  statistical  details  and  records  are  being  preserved  for 
presentation  at  the  end  of  the  War. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  inspector’s  Report  is 
appended.

INTERIM  REPORT  OP  Tlffl  SENIOR  SANIT^Y  INSPECTOR 
IX)R  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31ST.  DECEMBER,  1942. 

The  instructions  relating  to  War  Time  Annual  Reports  necessitate 
a  very  brief  report  and  there  arc  very  few  matters  calling  for  special 
comment. 

The  work  of  Salvage  resulted  in  478  tons  of  materials  being 
returned  to  industry. 


The  Scavenging  Services  wore  maintained,  but  the  difficulties 
in  obtaining  suitable  labour  are  increasing.  In  the  Southern  Parishes 
the  Y/ork  had  to  be  carried  on  with  reduced  labour.  During  the  year 
the  Y/ork  of  scavenging  at  Reepham  was  undertaken  by  a  Contractor 
resulting  in  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  standard  of  the  work. 

The  prograrrune  for  taking  samples  of  milk  .from  Accredited  Producers 
for  comparison  Y/ith  the  Accredited  Standard  and  the  detection  of 
Tubercle  Bacilli  Y^as  completed. 

The  number  of  inspections  of  Government  Controlled  Slaughter  Houses 
was  250  and  6,435  carcases  were  examined.  A  considerable  quantity  of 
meat  Y;as  condemned. 

In  regard  to  Housing  the  oY/ners  of  property  Y/ere  only  asked  to 
carry  out  Y/orks  of , urgent  necessity. 

The  Y/ork  of  the  department  Y/as  carried  out  successfully  during 
the  ycrar,  AYhile  a  considerable  amount  of  time  Y/as  necessarily  devoted 
to  duties ' arising  out  of  war  time  conditions.
